THE SINCLAIR OIL CASE. 


, Moscow, March 24. 
At to-day’s hearing of the Slnclair oil case, counsel for the 
Goverument declared that sinee the concessionaire’s rights were 
violated by the Japanese occupation of Sukhalien, the concessionalre, 
being an Ameriein citizen, should have souzht the assistance of 
his Government. He stated that the Soviet cannot enforce Its rights 
on territory occupied by Japan and therefore was not responsible 
for the non-fulfilment of the contract.. Counsel reqitested the can- 
cellation of the contract and forfeiture to the Government of the 
Company's deposit cf 200,000 Roubles, 


Defendant's ‘counsel pointed out that the Company had thriee 
asked the American, Government to intervene, but In view of the 
absence of normal diplomatic relations, intervention was regarded 
ua impossible. Finnally, Sinclair's counsel aeked for an adjourn- 
ment pending the receipt of documents from New York proving 
the Company's tfforts to get assistance from the American Govern- 
_ment, The request was, however, refused —Renter.

FIGHTING MALARIA. 


MEASURES IN KOWLOON. 


At yesterday afternoon's mocting 
of the Sanitary Board, a minute 
by tho President on anti-malarial 
monsures in Kowloon was laid upon 
tho table. The minute, which had 
been circulated to members of tho 
Bonrd, dotniled tho following 
mensuree which havo been und are 
being undertaken by the Public 
Works Department:

breeding swamp. .

PROTECTING DUMB 
CREATURES. 


NEW_ REGULATIONS 
PROPOSED, 


As briefly mentioned in our 
report of ‘tho lant mooting of thy 
Chinese Cenoral Chamber of Com- 
merco Inst week, the Government 
proposes tu introduco n now set of 
regulntions to stronghton tho 
existing measures in connoction’ 
with the prevention of cruoclty to 
noimals, The now regulations, if 
enforced, will apply chiefly to 
Chineso poultorers nnd “ cattle 
dealers. Tho Intter have madoa 
serios of recommendations, which 
they havo submitted to tho Gov- 
ernment, through tho Chinose 
Goneral Chamber of Commerco. 

Exception is taken to soven of 
the now regulations, and of thoso 
two are considered impracticablo 
and thoir abolition is recommended. 
Briefly, tho first. of thoso gives 
power to ths polico or Inspectors 
of the Society for Prevention of 
Curelty to Animnls to dostroy or 
order the. deatruction of cattlo, 
found in distress, provided ths act 
is relief for the cattle in question. 
lt ‘tho Veterinary Surgeon is 
available it if necessary to 
obtain a certificate from him 
before dispatching the animal, 
but that condition can be dispens- 
ed with if the animalis ina dying 
condition, Tho consent of tho 
owner is not necestory. : 

The vecond regulation legalises 
the detention of cattle or fowls 
with trucks in connection - with 
ot breaches of regulations, the 
police or the Inspootors of tho 
§. P. C. A. having powor to detain 
them forevidence until the cone is. 
decided by a Magistrate. Tho 
owner of. the stock is liable to 
indemnify the Government for the 
expense incurred in’tho detention. 

ho criticism ‘in respect of the 
first regulation ia baved on tho 
possibility of abuse of authority. 
The abolition vf the second ono is 
asked for on grounds of hardship. 

It is interesting to noto that if 
the now regulations become Inw 
the common practice among the 
Chinese of handling fowls by 
catching the wings or legs with the 
hends banging down will be 
prohibited. Also the maximum 
penalty. for breach of the reguln- 
tions will be $250 and six moathe’ 
hard Jabour. The old rogulntion, 
to bo repeoled, allowed tho samo 
fino and imprisonment, but no 
specific term wos mentioned.

We aro rathor 
surprisod, also, that a man of the 
mental calibro and lovel-hoad- 
edness of Mr. Ramsay MacDonald 
should indulge in cheap taunts at 
tho oxpenso of Australia and Now 
Zoaland inthisconnection,sugges- 
ting that those two Dominions 
aro not the wholo Empiro, Of 
course thoy aro not, and thoy'do 
not claim that thoy are, But 
thoy aro integral parts of it and, 
as euch, havo a right to adequate 
protection.

Too Big. 


Acoording to Tang Chi-yao and 
Chao Heng-ti, China is too vast a 
country to bo controlled by a 
Contrat Governmont,-the only 
feasiblo way :to salvation boing 
the adoption of the federal syatom, 
with provincial autonomy. This 
fs tho gist of o telogram which 
has boon sent to the Chief Execu- 
tive and to the Reorganisation 
Committeo, in which tho opinion 
is oxprorsod that the chiof causo 
of China's troubles is to bo found 
in, hor system of govornment. 
Thoro in muc': to bo said for this 
atandpoint, and it will bo intor- 
esting to sco what conclusion tho 
Roorganleation Conforenco comes 
toin this regard, As timo goos 
on, it will almost’ suroly bo 
recognised that no Contral-Gov- 
ernment, whorover its hond- 
quarters aro, will bo able to 
imposo its authority on tho wholo 
country.

TREASURES OF CENTRAL ASIA. 


Relics from on Ancient Civilisation. 


A partial survey of tho results 
of Colonel Kozioft's Intest expodi- 
tion to Mongolia is now available. 
It is olosr, suys tho Times cor- 
respondent at Riga, that the ox- 
podition, which was started in 
1923, has addod considerably to 
tho knawledgo gained by Colonol 
Kozloff in his provious journoys, 
ospocially that of 1907-1909, whon 
ho found tho dead city of Khara 
Khboto. . , 


Colonel Kozloff recontly arrived 
at Loningrad, but part of his ox- 
podition remains in Mongolia. In 
a-locturo beforo the Leningrad 
Goographical Socicty on last 
summor'’s work, Colonol Kozloff 
said that ho had examined three 
groups of anciont burial placos. 
Tumuli wore oxcavated, and in 
them wore found funoral trapp- 
ings which the oxplorer belioves 
are 2,000 yoars old. All tho 
tumuli wore from 30 ft, to 40 
(t. deop, and.at that depth tho 
tomperaturo was practically 
constant around zoro, and thus 
thoir contents woro proserved. 
Thore wero silk and woollon 
fabrics, artistic carpots, tapostrios 
with animala and porsons em- 
broiderod on them, and ancient 
writings. The tumuli contain 
curiously constructed wooden 
burial chambers, like smalLhouses 
with two or throo storios. Bosides 
fabrics found wore bronze orna- 
monts and gold decorations: of 
high artistic value. Primitivo 
contrivances for making fire wern 
found, also long black pigtails of 
womon's hair. Many of tho 
artiolos discovored boar traces of 
Indian, Byzantine, ond ovon 
Grook influence. Many aro uniquo 


-|specimons and “draw tho curtain 


from a pago in man’s history 
hithorto unknown.” Numbors of 
the articles found havo already 
arrivod at Moscow and Loningard, 
and moro than 20 cases aro on 
route. Colonol Kozloff bas also 
brought back. rich botanical and 
zoological collections. ‘

Tho coffin and the wore well 
discovered on tho westorn side of 
the site, and havo no connoxion 
with the building. Tho coffin it- 
solf is of wood so old. that it is 
mouldy and crumbling. Tho 
Chinese contractor is of opinion 
that it is at least 200 yoars old. 
Tho casket contained a sholeton, 
but of this was romoved by 
the Chineso almost immediatoly 
after the discovery. it is not 
known whother the body was 
that of a man ora woman. Tho 
coffin is that ofa poor porson only. 

Tho woll, discovorod not far 
away, goos down oight foot only, 
and as itis very small will not 
intorforo with tho building much. 
Tho bunding, howovor, prosonts a 
more difficult problom, for it 
intorfores with the whole founda- 
tion schomo. Piles cannot be 
drivon in through tho brick wall, 
but othors will havo to bo driven 
down on oither side, and tho gap 
bridged over.—N.C.D.N.
